
McIntosh Arrested 

Verbal Altercation in Hallway Between 
Two Local Officials 



The Owsley 

County Sheriff's Office re¬ 
ceived a warrant of arrest 
on Gary McIntosh, 50, of 
Booneville, KY for Criminal 
Mischief, 1 st Degree and 
Terroristic Threatening, 

3rd Degree. Chief Deputy 
Ivan Fletcher and Sheriff 
Kelly Shouse observed the 
suspect across from the 
courthouse on Thursday, 
May 14 at approximately 
10:00am and proceeded 
to serve the warrant of 
arrest on him. 


McIntosh went 
with Sheriff Shouse and 
Deputy Fletcher to the 
sheriff's office. Deputy 
Fletcher was called down 
the hallway to another 
incident while Sheriff 
Shouse was with McIntosh 
writing up the arrest cita¬ 
tion. While Sheriff Shouse 
was writing the citation, 
McIntosh jumped up and 
ran away. Sheriff Shouse 
caught up with him in 
front of the old parts store. 
As they were coming 
across the street, Sheriff 
Shouse stated that he 
tripped and began falling 
- McIntosh started to turn 
toward him but he pushed 
him back around facing 
away from him. 

Deputy Fletcher 
and Chief of Police Johnny 
Logsdon came out and 


helped secure handcuffs 
on McIntosh as they 
brought him into the 
courthouse. When they 
got him into the sheriff's 
office, McIntosh continued 
to jump out of his seat, 
trying to run out of the 
office, cussing and spit¬ 
ting. According to Deputy 
Fletcher he warned him 
several times that if he 
didn't calm down he 
would have to use pepper 
spray on him. McIntosh 
continued and as Deputy 
Fletcher was finally forced 
to use pepper spray on 
him to calm him down. 
McIntosh got down in the 
floor and began hollered, 
"Help me Cale, help me!" 

Sheriff Shouse and 
Chief Logsdon had already 
made it into the hall

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THE DEATH 
PENALTY 

The Boston 

Bomber will die for his 
crimes. In the media and 
social networks, there are 
arguments for and against 
the death penalty being 
waged. 

We have our 
villains, names forever 
sketched into the America 
memory, John Wilkes 
Booth, Lee Harvey Os¬ 
wald, Charles Manson, 
Tim McVeigh, and now 
a new name is on the list. 
Should we execute men 
like this? In just the four 
that popped into my head 
first, McVeigh was the 
only one executed. Man- 
son is still in prison while 


Booth and Oswald were 
both killed before coming 
to trial. 

If we turn to 
Bible teachers for an 
answer, we do find many 
on both sides of the fence. 
Some claiming we are 
sinning if we send some¬ 
one to the gallows while 
others, will claim we 
shouldn't have an electric 
chair; we should have 
electric bleachers. 

Let's examine the 
Scriptures. 

Those against the death 
penalty will often quote 
the commandment, “Thou 
shalt not kill” (Exodus 
20:13). Another pas¬ 
sage often used against 
the death penalty is the 
story of the woman found 


committing adultery. The 
Pharisees bring her to 
Jesus, and it is asked of 
Him what they should 
do to her. Jesus had been 
preaching about forgive¬ 
ness, but the penalty for 
adultery was death. They 
were trying to entrap Him 
in His words. At this mo¬ 
ment is when Jesus said 
the eternal words, “He that 
is without sin among you, 
let him first cast a stone at 
her” (John 8:7). 

Taking these two 
passages together it does 
seem to imply since none 
of us are sinless, death is 
not a viable punishment 
for a crime regardless of 
how monstrous. But, there 
are other passages to con¬ 
sider. After God 

gave Israel the command¬ 
ment, “Thou shalt not kill” 
Israel will face war with 
her enemies. On these 
occasions God tells them 
to destroy their enemies, 
killing not just the soldiers 
but civilians and live¬ 
stock as well (Numbers 
31, Deuteronomy 7,13,20 


and 1 Samuel 15). How 
can extermination of their 
enemies be justified after 
being told not to kill? 

We are told to 
rightly divide the word of 
truth in 2 Timothy 2:15. 

If we are to divide it, it 
must have a reason to 
be divided. Some things 
may apply in some areas 
while other things apply to 
other areas of life. We are 
told to study to divide the 
word correctly (2 Timothy 
2:15). 

"Thou shalt not kill” was 
directed toward the indi¬ 
vidual and God’s instruc¬ 
tions to the Hebrew army 
was directed to them as 
a society as a whole. The 
same principle applies to 
the scene with Jesus and 
the accusers of the adul¬ 
terous woman. Those men 
were taking the law into 
their hands and executing 
judgment. The punish¬ 
ment of evil doers is in the 
hands of the government, 
not the individual (1 Peter 
2:13-14). 

God has estab¬ 


lished different roles and 
responsibilities throughout 
society. As individuals, we 
are to turn the other cheek 
(Matthew 5:39; Luke 
6:29), forgive and not be 
judgmental. To protect 
society and to keep evil 
in check, the government 
needs to have a means of 
determining guilt or inno¬ 
cence and administrating 
the proper punishment. 

Many will be surprised 
to learn the death penalty 
was not established in 
God’s law, but God insti¬ 
tuted the death penalty 
while promising Noah He 
would never again destroy 
the world by water. 

Genesis 9:5-6, 
“And surely your blood of 
your lives will I require; 
at the hand of every beast 
will I require it, and at the 
hand of man; at the hand 
of every man's brother 
will I require the life of 
man. Whoso sheddeth 
man's blood, by ma shall 
his blood be shed: for in 
the image of God made he 
man.” 


Please note that the reason 
for the death penalty is not 
directly the punishment of 
evildoers or even closure 
for those the victim left 
behind. The reason for the 
death penalty is because 
we are created in the 
image of God, and God 
sees an attack against man 
(His image) as an attack 
against Him. 

What I'm about 
to say may be the hardest 
part yet. As a society, we 
have a responsibility to 
carry out the death pen¬ 
alty, yet as individuals we 
have the responsibility to 
not cast the first stone.

I noticed my 
actions during a turkey 
hunt a few mornings ago.

ing under the influences;

nalia, or illegal drugs; 
trafficking; and stealing 
drugs; etc. Depending on 
the scenario, students visit 
appropriate officials and/ 
or agencies to experience 
the consequences of their 
behavior. Parents were 
encouraged to participate 
with their children. When 
parents were unable to 
attend, volunteers such 
as Extension Homemak¬ 
ers and other community 
volunteers assume the 
role of “parents” to the 
youth and accompany 
them as they visit the law 
enforcement agencies, 
judges, school officials, 
hospitals, coroner, etc. At 
the end of the event, the 
individuals representing 
the various organiza¬ 
tions that were at a booth 
came forward as a group 
and spoke to the students 
about the decisions they 
make every day in life. 
They also discussed with 
the students situations that 
they had seen in their jobs 
and tips on how to avoid 
getting involved with the 


judicial system by stay¬ 
ing away from drugs and 
friends who are trying 
to get them to do drugs. 
They are encouraged to 
reach for the stars and set 
their goals high. 
Volunteers and communi¬ 
ty agencies are an integral 
part of the role playing 
activity. Students were 
directed to meet with vari¬ 
ous representatives related 
to the consequences of 
drug use.
